If applicable to your situation, we recommend that you regularly review the explanation of benefits statement 
that you receive from your insurer. If you see any service that you believe you did not receive, please contact 
your insurer at the number on the statement. If you do not receive the regular explanation of benefits 
statements, contact your provider and request them to send such statements following the provision of services 
in your name or number. 
 
You may want to order copies of your credit reports and check for any medical bills that you do not recognize. 
If you find anything suspicious, call the credit reporting agency at the phone number on the report. Keep a 
copy of this notice for your records in case of future problems with your medical records. You may also want 
to request a copy of your medical records from your provider, to serve as a baseline. If you are a California 
resident, we suggest that you visit the website of the California Office of Privacy Protection at 
www.privacy.ca.gov to find more information about your medical privacy.
